An outright federal grant of $500,000,- 
000 to the states and possessions for 
relief was assured today with the pas- 
sage by the house of the Wagner- 
Lewis bill. 

The legislation now goes to the sen- 
ate, which already has approved a 
nearly identical bill. 

The house did not accept the senate 


measure for the technical reason that 
it was an appropriation bill and 
should originate in the house. 

The house bill makes available to 
the states on the basis of one federal 
dollar for every three expended local- 
ly $250,000,000 instead of $200,000,- 
000 as provided by the senate, for re- 


lief until October 1. After that date, 
any remainder of this sum and the 
other $250,000,600 may be distributed 
without strings. Any one state may 
receive only 15 per cent of the total.

times. 

The gray-haired British prime min- 
ister, in whose speech lurks the burr 
of the Scottish highlands, was wel- 
eomed in hearty and unceremonious 
fashion by the president and his fam- 
ily. The Roosevelts walked out be- 
neath the portico of the executive 
mansion to greet the guest with out- 
stretched hand and coutagious smiles. 

Disregarding the dictates of stiff 
, of made the 
prime minister welcome at an inti- 
mate informal dinner and then,. while 
smoke curled upward, settled down 
for the neighborly conversations out 
of which both hope will come inter- 
national currency stabilization and an 
end of the ills which beset the com- 
merce of the world. 

Sees No Mischief. 

From the president’s own desk at 
the White House an hour after he 
arrived, the prime minister in em- 
phatic manner told the nation through 
the press that no British official holds 
in his heart any enmity toward the 
United States for its sudden depar- 
ture from the gold standard. 

Little irritations might arise, he 
said, as between individuals any- 
where, but he reiterated that there 
could be no mistrust to balk the mu- 
tual hopes for accomplishment. There 
is in his own heart and those of his 
British colleagues, he said,’no thought 
of imputing mischief or. enmity to 
the United States. 

From the moment he entered New 
York harbor, the prime minister 
scoffed at any thought that the presi- 
dent’s embargo on gold might impair 
the prospects of real accomplishment 
or launch Great Britain upon an eco- 
nomic war against the United 
States with currency depreciation the 
weapon. 

“So far as I am concerned it won't 
affect the conference,” he said.

a plan be formulated for state-wide 
consolidations. 

The plan suggested by the Par- 
ent-Teacher Association calls for 
the appointment of a state commis- 
sion to recommend consolidations 
which will save millions of dollars 
a year in unnecessary salaries and 
other expenses of useless county 
governments, the money so saved 
to be used for recreational and edu- 
cational purposes. 

Not only the schools but every 
other branch of government service 
must remain on the present starva- 
tion basis unless there is a sweep- 
ing reduction in the present num- 
ber of local governments in Georgia. 

Not until the drain on the public 
revenues for the payment of salaries 
to officeholders who are of little or 
no value to their communities, and 
for the upkeep of governments that 
are not needed, is stopped, will the 
schools, the eleemosynary institu- 
tions and the other services directly 
affecting the welfare of the people 
receive proper support. 

Half of the county buildings in 
Georgia could be turned into school- 
houses through the proper consoli- 
dation of county governments. The 
tax burden would be decreased and 
better government would result. 

So far the oligarchy of office- 
holders, reluctant to relinquish 
their sinecures, has blocked every 
effort at state-wide consolidations. 
The only way that these useless 
feeders at the public trough will 
be ousted is through the awakening 
of the people of their communi- 
ties, and to this end the parent- 
teacher associations of the state can 
render vital assistance. 

Every local parent-teacher asso- 
ciation should follow the lead of 
the state congress and direct their 
efforts towards the crystallizing of 
sentiment to such an extent that a 
public demand will arise for the 
elimination of useless governments. 
If they do, an important step will 
have been taken towards correcting 
an evil which is a largely contrib- 
uting factor to overexpensive and 
inefficient government in Georgia. 


BETTER COTTON NECESSARY. 

In keeping with resolutions 
adopted at the last annual meeting 
of the Southeastern Council, urg- 
ing the planting of better cotton 
seed, the cotton mills of the south 
are giving wide publicity to the 
wisdom of long staple production. 

Donald Comer, vice president of 
the Southeastern Council, and one 
the textile leaders of the south, 
points out that “those of us who 
spin cotton know to what extent 
short fiber has been penalized dur- 
ing recent years and the premium 
that attaches to full inch or 
thirty-second cotton.” | 
present p long 
cotton is bringing from $5 
O a bale more than the short 
staple fiber. This additional return 
is practically all added profit, as 
it takes but little more to produce 
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grades of cotton that he formerly 
had in respect to all grades. 

The production.of long staple 
cotton requires the planting of bet- 
ter seed, the use of more fertilizer 
and more intelligent care, but the 
farmer who abandons the short 
staple will find himself at harvest 
time in a far better position than 
the grower who sticks to the pro- 
duction of the same kind of low- 
grade cotton with which other 
countries are now flooding the for- 
eign markets. 


MEMORIAL DAY. 


There will be a deeper meaning 
to the local observances of Memo- 
rial Day this year because this year 
there will be no reunion of the fast 
dwindling survivors of the ‘‘thin 
gray line.’ 

In Atlanta, plans are being laid 
for a Memorial Day which will in- 
clude a parade, with John M. 
Slaton Jr. as marshal, the decora- 
tion of the graves at Oakland ceme- 
tery, and services in honor of both 
the dead and the living who fol- 
lowed the immortal leaders of the 
Confederacy. 

The economic stress has made 
it impossible for any southern city 
this year to bear the expense of 
entertaining a Confederate reunion, 
but the fast diminishing ranks of 
the veterans of the gray will soon 
put a permanent end to these re- 
unions because there will be none 
to attend them. 

All the more necessary is it, 
therefore, in order that those who 
still remain shall not feel that their 
contribution to the fortunes of the 
lost cause is forgotten, that the 
local tributes to them shall receive 
the sympathetic observance of the 
new generations that have come 
along as the veterans of the gray 
have grown old and trembling. 

Atlanta is more typical of the 
new south than perhaps any other 
southern metropolis, but it ranks 
also high in the part it played in 
the conflict between the states. For 
the dual purpose of paying the trib- 
ute that is justly due to the few 
remaining heroes of the gray, and 
to keep fresh in the minds of the 
younger generation thé noble ideals 
for which the south fought, this 
year’s Memorial Day should re- 
ceive general observance of all the 
city’s people. 


GARDENS FOR UNEMPLOYED. 


Subsistence gardens; by means of 
which unemployed workers may 
supply their families with green- 
Stuffs for the summer and canned 
and root vegetables for the win- 
ter, are increasing so rapidly, ac- 
cording to the Russell Sage Foun- 
dation, that every community in the 
country is now dotted with them. 

In addition, the foundation 
points out, to the uncounted proj- 
ects in individual cities and towns, 
relief organizations in ten states are 
Organizing state campaigns to in- 
crease the number of subsistence 
gardens. Five of these are the 
southern states of Alabama, Vir- 
ginia, Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Kentucky. 

It is a movement which offers 
direct and economical relief to the 
unemployed, especially in the south, 
where two and sometimes three dif- 
ferent crops can be raised on the 
Same ground in the period between 
early spring and late fall. 

Experience has proven that a 

cash outlay of not more than $10 
for tools, seeds and other neces- 
Sary expenses is all that is needed 
for the cultivation of a garden plot 
which will supply the average fam- 
ily with greenstuffs during the sum- 
mer and canned and dried vege- 
tables in the winter. 
Certainly at such a low expense, 
a material saving over what the cost 
if similar amounts of garden prod- 
uce were bought for the families 
of the unemployed, relief agencies 
should concentrate their efforts to- 
wards seeing to it that such a plot 
is cultivated by every possible de- 
pendent family.

HOW THINGS HAVE CHANGED. 
Herman L. Emmerich, president of 
the Wisconsin Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation, sends a filing card which his 
association distributes to physicians. 
According to the Wisconsin Pharma- 
ceutical Association, the drug digitalis 
was not introduced into regular med- 
ical practice until 1775, when Dr. 
William Withering, of Birmingham, 
England, learned of its value in 
dropsy. You might think there is 
nothing so dreadful about that. But 
wait, wait till yoh hear the whole 
sordid story. From whom did Dr. 
Withering learn about the value of 
digitalis? From some other doctor? 
Maybe an irregular or even a quack?

I don't know that I shall ever say 
another favorable word about the im- 
portance of having your medicine 
prepared or compounded by a skilled 
pharmacist. This Wisconsin associa-

If the Wis- 
consin Pharmaceutical Association has 
some grudge against the physicians 
I prefer to let them fight it out 
among themselves. But if President 
Emmerich must have my view of the 
matter I'll say I think it is most re- 
grettable. Dr. Withering got his 
knowledge of digitalis from “an old 
ady of Shropshire.” There you have 
the truth—make the worst of it. 

I wouldn't mind so much had it 
been just an old woman. But “an old 
lady of Shropshire’ somehow has a 
sinister sound. She would be a mean 
one for an ambitious young doctor to 
face across a sickbed, what! I’ve met 

‘em in my time, but 
the merciful heaven I never 
encountered one from Shropshire. 
Not content with the devastating 
effect of their work for the month of 
March the Milwaukee Pharmaceutical 
Association committee on professional 
pharmacy delivers itself of this addi- 
tional hnmiliating reminder:

“The maiden flight of the Macon 
was a complete success,” declared Dr.

The huge silvery twin of the U. S. 
S. Akron, which fel] into the sea two 
weeks ago with a loss of 73 lives, 
soared into the sun-reddened sky from 
her dock here. Without formality a 
navy crew calmly loosed the giant 
eraft on an all-day shakedown cruise 
to observe her general characteris- 
tics. 

Captain Dresel gave the command 
“up ship” at 5:59 a. m. (eastern 
standard time). The Macon floated 
away from her giant portable: moor- 
ing mast and a moment later her pro- 
pellers, swiveled downward, lifted her. 

Aboard were 105 persons, includ- 
ing 11 officers, 8 members of the 
naval board of inspection headed by 
Rear Admiral George C. Day, and 
31 engineers and inspectors of the 
Goodyear-Zeppelin Corporation, the 
builders. Among them were Dr. Karl 
Arnstein, designer of the Akron and 
the Macon. 

Only a few hundred _ spectators 
were on hand as the Macon, her red 
and green lights gleaming, was 
wheeled out of her dock. Her nose 
was attached to the mobile mooring 
mast and her stern was steadied by 
a ground crew of 250 during the 
operation.

Prime Minister MacDonald, in New 
York, made p‘ain that he was not dis- 
turbed about the action which had set 
the British press into a furor. 

Retaliation, he said, would be folly. 

Asked if the action came as a dis- 
appointment to him, the genial prime 
minister replied: 

“Oh, gracious no! 
out into higher light the stress of the 
whole world: that is what your presi- 
dent and myself have to face.” 

Thus the atmosphere was restored 
for calm, friendly discussion of the in- 
finitely numerous and complicated 
problems concerning the world eco- 
nomic situation. President Roosevelt 
indicated he expected the gold ques- 
tion to take its place among the nu- 
merous others. These include tariffs, 
overproduction of wheat and _ other 
commodities and probably war debts. 

They will attack these problems 
with the welfare of the forgotten man 
in mind. 

Prime Minister MacDonald, once a 
soapbox socialist orator, is as qual- 
ified by his record as is the president 
to be the champion of the forgotten 
man. 

“T have come here,” he said in New 
York, “to discuss with President 
Roosevelt ways of conducting a war 
against unmerited poverty. Your 
farmers and your working people who 
are accustomed to earning their own 
living, and not to pick it up, are in 
grave distress. They are entitled to 
economie justice.” 

The British visitor and his party 
were transferred from the Berengaria 
in the harbor at New York and were 
conveyed in the city welcoming boat 
Macon across the bay to Jersey City 
to board the train for Washington.

_Goes Through Committee. 

_ Hailed by the administration as the 
first definite harbinger of rising 
rices and better times, the proposal 
lor expansion of credit and currency, 
introduced as an amendment to the 
pending farm relief measure, was shot 
through the banking committee this 
morning and debate on the senate floor 
began almost immediately. 

Late in the day, President Roose- 

velt’s view that the measure is essen- 
tial to his general reconstruction pro- 
gram and his hope for quick congres- 
sional action were vigorously empha- 
sized. 
_ He is still insistent that the admin- 
istration be given authofity to control 
agricultural surpluses, it was learned, 
although the recent rise in commodity 
prices is partially the purpose of the 
pending farm bill. 

The benefits to be derived by the 
farmer from the higher prices, he be- 
lieves, would be largely offset by new 
surpluses, unless regulatory power is 
granted by congress. He does not 
regard the new level of farm prices 
as correcting the disparity between 
agricultural and industrial prices. 

Emphasis was given to a statement 
that Mr. Roosevelt interprets the in- 
flationary amendment as providing 
him with discretionary power to be 
used only if- needed. 

’ To Purchase Bonds. 

Under the inflation amendment, the 
federal reserve system would be au- 
thorized to purchase up to $3,000,000- 
000 worth of government securities 
from member banks. With cash re- 
placing these securities in the bank 
vaults, the administration believes 
the banks would be forced to increase 
their commercial loans to place their 
reserves on an interest-bearing basis. 
Thus, Mr. Roosevelt proposes to pro- 
vide an expansion of credit. 

If this move fails to bring an im- 
provement in economic conditions, 
Mr. Roosevelt, under the legislation, 
would hold power to increase the cur- 
rency. In _ addition, the inflation 
amendment would give him authority

CHICAGO, April 21.—(#/)—Je- 
rome Factor wrote the climax to his 
sensational kidnaping by appearing 
safely at his home early today.

‘Governor Brands 


Talmadge Calls on Church 
To Solve Prohibition Issue 


Eco- 
nomic Relief Talk “Pop- 
pycock;” Epting Claims 
Beer Majority in House. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., April 21.—(#) 
Governor Eugene Talmadge here to- 
night said he wanted “to see the 
preachers, the teachers, and the church 
folks of this state get their heads to- 
gether and try to solve the prohibi- 
tion problem.” 

Addressing the Georgia Education 
Association the governor said that 
legalizing the sale of beer “is not go- 
ing to stop the illegal sale of liquor 
in Georgia.” 

The school teachers do not want 
to see increased drinking as a means 
of providing more revenue for the 
schools, he said. 

The governor made his address after 
a day of numerous inspections of coun- 
ty and city offices and after talking 
with leading citizens here. 

The prohibition question was 
brought about “by the church people,” 
he said, and “by religious folks who 
acted in good faith thinking’ they 
could teach and lead the young men 
and women to sobriety and honesty.” 
But if a mistake has been made, he 
declared, the “preachers and the oth- 
ers should try to remedy it.” 

The governor referred to a recent 
trip in Cuba where, he said, there was 
much beer and liquor. 

“But I did not see a single drunk 
person there,” he said. 


In Atlanta, however, he said, “after 
the Georgia-Tech football game I saw 
thousands of our boys and girls drunk. 
And I know that I am talking to peo- 
ple that know that I am telling the 
truth.” 

Thirty years ago when he was in 
college, the governor said that after 
the football games in Atlanta, “you 
could usually count on 10 or 12 of the 
boys getting soused,” but they “never 
thought of going near a lady when 
~ 7 condition, and you can bet on 

a 


“What we want is temperance,” 
Talmadge declared, “and respect for 
law. That is what builds brave and 
courageous citizens. But all this talk 
about beer being for economic relief 
is poppycock. What do you make if 
you buy a sack of candy and then 
eat it? What do you gain if you 
spend your money for beer, drink it. 
then sweat it out? We don’t need 
such a rich state, anyway.” 

e governor said that “if we have 
something on hand, however, 
that encourages young men to go 
to the drug store and buy a hip flask 
and then fill it up and go to the 
homes of our best girls and offer 
them a drink of liquor. We must do 
something about it.” 

“You can’t develop the best that 
is in young people by merely hiding 
temptation from them,” he stated. 

Before taking up the _ prohibition 
problem, the governor said, the first 
question confronting Georgia was the 
task of making an honest living. 

War-time rates on lights, power, 
telephones, freight and other utilities 
must come down, he said, and taxes 
must be reduced. 

The next problem is the common 
schools, according to Mr. Talmadge. 
He urged the teachers “not to go too 
far with your big school houses.” 

It costs more to get the children to 
the school than it does to teach them, 
he said. 

He referred to the state highway 
department saying that “you have 
seen the highway denartment strong 
enough for the past 12 years to block 
the people. But a peried has been 
written after it now and you are not 
going to see those conditions any 
more. 

“After some 300 engineers have 
been reduced to about 30 and other 
improvements made,” he said, “you 
will find that about a million will 
maintain a lot of roads.” 


EPTING CLAIMS MAJORITY 
FOR BEER NOW IN HOUSE 
AUGUSTA, Ga., April 21.—(4)— 
A majority of the house of represent- 
atives is ready to vote for 3.2 beer 
in an extra session of the Georgia 


 Tagtalataire and adjourn in 12 days, 
Representative Eugene A. Epting said 
here tonight after consolidating re- 
turns from two polls of the general 
assembly. 

Only 14 senators, however, have 
signified their approval of the pro- 
posal, he said. A majority of 26 
would be needed. 

@ne of the polls was conducted by 
Epting and a group associated with 
him and the other jointly by Repre- 
sentative Roy Harris, of Richmond, 
floor leader of the house, and the 
Augusta Chronicle. Epting said that 
returns from ‘the two canvasses to- 
gether showed 110 representatives in 
favor of beer and a special session 
to legalize it. ‘That number is six 
more than the required majority for 
passage, 


said that out of 61 Georgia counties 
having a population less than 10,000 
beer pledges had been received from 
40. He said the smaller counties were 
those from which Governor Talmadge 
obtained his main support in the 
gubernatorial race. 

“My own letters,” he said, “show 
that out of the 2,900,000 people in 
Georgia I have pledges from_repre- 
sentatives of 1,800,000 
beer.” 

“It is up to the senate as to wheth- 
er we will be able to give the requisite 
majority in both the house and sen- 
ate to the governor.” 

He said he had pledges from 1 
senators and letters favoring beer 
fromi two others. Thirteen of that 
number, he said, are from the ranks 
of the senate minority in the last ses- 
sion, Of the majority bloc of 3b, 
only Senator W. H. Lovett, of 
Wrightsville, Epting said, had signed 
the beer pledge.

Patterson Says Cancellation 


Would Restore Free Trade 


Cancellation of war debts owed to 
the United States by other nations 
is not a matter of whether this coun- 
try shall take losses but a question 
of how the losses shall be directed, 
Dr. Ernest M. Patterson, of the Uni-+ 
versity of Pennsylvania school of com- 
merce and finance, told the southeast- 
ern conference of students’ interna- 
tional relations clubs at Emory Uni- 
versity Friday night. 

Dr. Patterson's address, in which 
he discussed at length the recent ac- 
tion of President Roosevelt with re- 
spect to the gold standard, came at 
the end of a two-day session of the 
conference. On the program preced- 
ing him had been Sir Herbert Ames, 
formerly financial director of the 
League of Nations. 

Touching, in answer to questions, 
upon pending legislation to give the 
president broad powers with respect 
to inflation, Dr. Patterson, a rec- 
ognized expert in economics, ventured 
the hope that the president would 
not exercise the’ power—if granted 
by pending legislation—to reduce the 
value of the dollar by 50 per cent 
but would, with restraint, proceed 
with the issuance of $3,000,000,000 
in bonds. 

In this connection, when asked if 
it would be necessary for the public 


to absorb this bond issue, Dr. Pat- 
terson related the procedure by which 


the government issued Liberty bonds]. 


during the World War. Purchases 
were made, he reminded, on the in- 
stallment basis. When the banks 
were overtaxed with them, United 
States Senator McAdoo, then secre- 
tary of the treasury, directed that the 
federal reserve discount notes backed 
by the bond sales. When the fed- 
eral reserve protested, Dr. Patterson 
explained, “Mr. MeAdoo, with anoth- 
er printing press in the other end 
of the bureau of printing and en- 
graving, ordered that a sufficient 
amount of currency be printed to take 
care of the requirements of the fed- 
eral reserve banks which had ad- 
vanced their money in order to fi- 
nance the sale of Liberty bonds.” 

_ While it is impossible, because of 
Intricate international relationships 
and because the American public 
would not stand for it, to cancel the 
war debts, Dr. Patterson said he per- 
sonally favored such a course. He 
also said he favored an international 
gold standard. 

Cancellation of the debts, in his 
opinion, would restore a free trade 
between the nations and eliminate the 
present philsophy of self-sufficiency 
which obtains in many quarters.
